FANCY -ffOBK WITH AUTUMN LEAVES. 


The bright tints of autumn leaves are very 


lorely for ornamenting our parlors, bou- 
doirs, and diuiusf tables. Brackets aud pic- 
ture frames can also I'C itdonil'd with them, 
nud they add greatly to tits beauty of one s 
surroundings. 
Collect a laryo quantity, 


combminu every hue. 
frum crimson to 


yellow, and from yellow lo green. Tho red 
beech and the beautifully variegated sumach 
are very desirable, as ulso ara the oak aud 
ferns but tho maple exceeds them all in tho 
great variety of its tints, and the various 
sizes of its leaves. Smooth every leaf on 
the wrong side with a moderately warm 
iron, holding it upon tho lent only a minnte. 
Then take a camel's hair pencil aud n 
little olive oil and carefully brush over 
every part of the leaf. Place them on n flat 
surface to dry nnd let them remain until 
theneitday. For wiring these leaves into 
gnrlands.etc., or for preparing them for bou- 
quets, lake tho line, greeu-covercd reel wire, 
such as is always used in manufacturing wax 
flowers, aud attach il around tlie» stem, first 
laying it so that it will extend the whole 
length of the leaf to support it. Afterwards 
wind around each stem to conceal the wire 
either narrow strips of green tissue paper,or 
brown Berlin worsted, and join the leaves 
together in sprays ; of course the individu- 
al leaves on each spray must be of the same 
species. Prepare n large '.'.amber of these 
sprays mounted on wires, nud then arrange 
them iu vases, about picture frames, over 
mirrors, aud as ornaments to lace curtains, 
aud your apartments will present a festive 
appearance, although the dreary Winter 
weather has browned the face of nature. 
Oak leaves, acorns, aud brightly colored 
beans, gummed upon n card-board frame, 
will make handsome corner brackets, or wall 
pockets nnd vases to hold your beautiful 
leaves 
Tho acorns and beans ought first to 


be cut in hnlvcs, when ussd for this purpose.

KNOLAND.—- 


Suortly after Mr. Arch began his crusade 
through tho midland and western counties, 
he visited I'uo village of Lcutwnrdiue, in 
Herefordshire, where ho found much sym- 
pathy nnd support. 
Amongst tho laborers 


of tho place were a few who behoved that 
their work was worth more than their 
wages of 10 or 12 shillings, and they deter- 
mined to see if they could get On better as 
masters than as servants. Thoy accordingly 
determined to set about starting n co-opera- 
tive favui in their own ueighborhnnd; and in 
this idea they were encouraged by 5Ir. 
Walter Morrison, from whom they leased 
about 150 acres of laud, at the ordinary 
rental. Three-fourths of the money required 
were subscribed by tho oo-opcrative farrnere 
themselves (divided into shares of £5 each), 
nud the remainder was made up by n few 
friends interested iu tho experiment. 
Tha 


share holders at their first mooting elected 
n committee of five, by whom a general 
manager was chosen, tho committee, how- 
ever, retaining a power of supervision and 
control. Tho manager receives ISs. per 
week, and each of tho laborers has ins, in 
addition to living rent free iu tho various 
cotta"os on the farm ; so that by this aud 
flthor privileges their nctiinl position is near- 
ly twice as good as when they were working 
for tho neighboring farmers. Tho farm has 
now been in existence a year and a half, aud 
but for tho auiicty of the committee to guard 
against any possible loss from tho deprecia- 
tion of stock, a profit would have been di- 
vided amongst the share holders in Jlay 
last.—[London News.
